Organization of State Farms (1 p) from the Ministry of State Farms down to the individual state 
farm. 


Organization of the Individual State farm (5 pp) - a very detailed account of duties, work norma, 


and scale of salaries and wages from manager down to the stable boy. All wages are actually only 
paper wages since after deductions on pay day the cash received is very small. Under such condi- 
tions the workers steal feed for their livestock without any qualms since they feel that the USSR 
will get it if they do not take it and that it is no sin to harm the enemy. The workers is 
entitled to certain food allotments for witicn he pays a stipulated price and the white collar 
worker is entitled to premiums in addition to his salary on a specified basis. Provisions are 
explained under which the laborers and ® white collar workers on the farm are entitled to keep 
certain livestock for their own ‘use. All workers. are entitled to PGR housing which is very inade- 
quate. Often there are 10 persons to one room and a kitchen and four children sleep in one bed. 
The furniture left by the Germans is the property of the state farms. 
There is an account of PGR construction groups, labor discipline, work competition and the 
policy on state security. 
There is an account of a new training ‘program inaugurated in Feb 1952 known as the Radio 
‘School and the periodical Rolnik, to which each worker must subscribe since all farms do not
